Many of the bureau chiefs and other 
employes of the executive departments 
went out of their way to enter the white 
house grounds and ask for information re- 
garding the condition of the patient and 
the watchmen at the door were kept busy 
asking questions. Nearly all the members 
of the diplomatic corps called at the white 
house during the forenoon to inquire after 
Mrs. Harrison and to leave messages of

constitution of the patient was marvelous

There was no struggle, no exhibition of 
pain, but a simple passive resistance that 
was baffling in its quiet intensity. 

In a few minutes Dr. Gardner again took 
up the feeble hand and felt the wrist Blood 
arept @hrough the contracting arteries,byt, 
oh, how sowly. He shook his head and said 
that a brief fifteen minutes must surely fin- 
ish the struggling. 

The agitation of the family could no long- 
er be controlled and, realizing his utter 
helplessness to longer cope with his for- 
midable foe, and from consideration for the 
sacredness of such a grief as this, the de- 
vyoted physician and bowed his head 
and passe out of the oor. . 

Outside of the threshold he took his sta- 
tion and waited. It was not for a lo 
time. Minutes flew like seconds and sudd- 
denly there was an cee of heart- 
stricken woe an en come.

sympathy for the president and family. A 
great. many of Mrs. Harrison's personal 
friends also called, but the family in their 
deep grief asked to be excused from seeing 
any one. An exception was made, how- 
ever, in the case of Mrs. Parker, wife of 
Major Parker, of the army, who has been 
a constant visitor ever since Mrs. Harri- 
son’s return to Washington. 
Notwithstanding the publicity given to 
the fact that Mrs. Harrison was near to 
death there was the usual rush to the house 


of curious sight-seers, for whose conduct — 


the only excuse to be offered is that they 
are visitors in the city. That the house 
was closed to them did not occur to them 
until they entered the portico and con- 
fronted two signs, each bearing the single 
word “Closed.” 

Dr. Gardner was at the patient’s bedside 
nearly the entire forenoon. He went away 
two or three times to attend to other pro- 
fessional duties, but at no one time was he 
absent more than half an hour. He frank- 
ly admitted to the newspaper men, who 
thronged about him whenever he appeared 
outside the mansion, that the time of Mrs. 
Harrison’s death was only a question of a 
few hours and that his efforts were devoted 
solely to making his patient as comfortable 
as possible in her dying hours. She was 
slowly passing away, he said, and although 
the end might come at any minute, it was 
possible that she might linger for hours 
yet. He explained that she was in the last 
stages of the disease and was no longer to 
take nourishments of any kind. The fre- 
quent application of stimulating moisture 
to her parched lips seemed to be the only 
thing that offered her the slightest relief. 
Though she was in a stage of extreme ex- 
haustion and drowsiness, the physician 
said she had not passed into the comatose 
state which usually precedes death in 
such cases. She is conscious, and when 
awak@® knows all passing on around her. 
The doctor again referred to the remarka- 
bie vitality displayed by the patient and 
said she had already survived a greuter 
number of critical conditions than any 
other patient he has eve® attended. 

Today is the first day that the white 
house has been wholly closed to the public 
since Mrs. Harrison was taken sick. 

The Last Night’s Watch. 


Last night passed slowly for the grief- 
stricken watchers at the white house. The 
patient was restless and nervous, with small 
fluctuations in condition that did not range 


‘far on either side from the general average 


of extreme depression and exhaustion. A 
trained nurse was constantly at hand and 
the president and members of the family 
had little repose, being frequently in and 
out of the sickroom or in communication 
with it. The terrible nervous strain on 
those who watched without hope and in 
despairing resignation, was very age 
As the night waned and the y light of 
Monday merning meceed over the earth, the 
vital force of Mrs. Harrison was at the 
lowest ebb and the president’s anxiety be- 
came so acute that he felt the need of some 
assurance, no matter of what character, 
from medical authority. So a messenger 
was dispatched to the house of Dr. Gard- 
ner, and the nhYsician auickly responded, 
reaching the white house at 7 o’clock. So 
hopeless was his report that the president 
desired him to remain in the white house 
for a time. Dr. Gardner accordingly re- 
mained and breakfasted with the family. 
The day was clear and and cool, 
and perhaps the inspiring sunshine and 
dryness of the atmosphere had somewhat 
helped the invalid and acted as a stimulant. 
She was lying on her back and whenever 
she awoke from her troubled and _unsatis- 
factory sleep she was conscious. She could 
still recognize her surroundings and a glance 
tion greeted the physician when 
this morning. 


All Hope Gone.

As the hands of 
the clock crept toward the next hour it 
grew fainter yet, and less frequent, and 
as the time piece marked the hour of 1:40 
o'clock there was an interruption of the 
feeble breath, a resumption and then a 
stop—this time to be eternal and the life 
of Caroline Scott Harrison had gone out 
peacefully and quietly without pain. 
Her Futal I!lness. 

The history of Mrs. Harrison’s last and 
fatal illness is best told in the language of 
her physician, Dr. Frank A. Gardner, of 
this city, as follows: 

‘“Mrs.Harrison’s illness was the outcome 
of an attack of grip during the winter of 
1890-’91, which left her with a cough last- 
ing for several weeks. While at Cape May 
Point in the summer of 1891 she contracted 
a cold which caused a return of the cough 
and it lasted during the entire summer. 
She was well enough, however, during the 
winter to attend to the exacting social 
functions devolving upon the mistress of 
the white house, but in January, 1892, the 
cough, which had never entirely left her, 
commenced again to trouble her considera- 
bly. While it was not severe enough to 
confine her to the house, it was sutticient 
to require frequent medical treatment. In 
the following March she had a second at- 
tack of grip, folowed by catarrhal pneu- 
monia, lasting about nine days. The cough- 
ing spells then increased in severity until at 
last they were accompanied by bloody ex- 
cretions, and about the Ist of May she suf- 
fered from hemorrhage of the lungs, which 
although not severe caused great prostra- 
tion. 

“An examination of the lungs several days 
later revealed dullness at the apex of the 
right lung. From this time until July 6th, 
the date of her removal to Loon Lake, 
there was a rise of temperature of about 
three degrees each night and her respiration 
at that time averaged about forty per min- 
ute. Several days after her arrival at 
Loon Lake she commenced to improve. 
Her appetite and strength increased and 
the fever gradually became less. The cough 
and expectoration also diminished. Subse- 
quently she was able to take daily drives 
of several miles, but the improvement was 
of short duration and an examinntion made 
September 1st showed that the upper half 
of her right lung was completely consoli- 
dated. aye Oe amgy & this condition, she 
was able to continue her daily drives up 
to September 7th, on which date she was 
stricken down with an attack of subacute 
pleurisy, accompanied by an effusion of 
fibro-serous fluid, completely filling the cav- 
ity of the pleura on the right side, necess- 
tating aspirating or tapping three times. 
It was during the experience of this com- 

lication that, a consultation was held by 

r. Gardner, vf Washington; Dr. Dough- 
ty, of New York, and Dr. Trudeau, of 
Saranac, N. Y., resulting in the issuance, 
September 14th, of a bulletin to the public 
announcing that Mrs. Harrison was afliict- 
ed with pulmonary tuberculosis, compli- 
cated with pleurisy and nervous prostration, 
and that the result was uncertain. 

At the time of Mrs. 
son's removal to Washington, Sep- 
tember 2Uth, her right lung was_ en- 
tirely consolidated. The disease progressed 
steadily resisting treatment with every 
known remedy until ever“ually the left 
lung became involved and then the condi- 
tion of the patient was hopeless. The case 
was complicated from the very first by ex- 
treme nervous prostration which persist- 
ently resisted every remedy known to med- 
ical science. About the ist of May the 
case assumed a serious aspect and Dr. 
Frank E. Doughty, of New York, a physi- 
cian of acknowledged skill in the treatment 
of pulmonary and nervous disorders, was 
called to Washington for consultation, and 
from that time until her departure from 
Loon Lake visited the patient at short in- 
tervals. Soon after pleuritic complications 
set in. Dr. Trudeau, who was with the 
sanitarium at Saranac Lake, N. Y., for the 
treatment of tuberctilosis, was also called

EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


What the Bishops and House of Deputies Did 
Yesterday. 

Baltimore, October 24.—The eighteenth 
day’s session of the triennial general con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal church 
is being held today. President Dix ap- 
pointed the following committees: Trans- 
lation of prayer book into foreign lan- 
guages—Rev. Dr. Coit, New. Hampshire; 
Rev. C. G. Magill, Rhode Island; Rev. 
Thomas Rocleston and Mr. J. H. Price,Col- 
umbia college. Introducing marginal ref- 
erences into new edition of the Bible— 
Rey. Dr. Samuel Hart, of Connecticut; 
Rev. wr. Hdward Abbott, of Massachu- 
setts; Rev. Dr. W. D. Wilson, of central 
New Yok; Rev Dr. E. Harwood of 
Connecticut, and C. J. Carey, of Albany. 

Rev. Dr. George G. Canverse of Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the committee on 
the state of the church, made a report upon 
bishops who have died and those who 
have been consecrated since 1889. The 
growth of the church during the same pe- 
riod was also considered. The using of 
prayer for the congress was recommended 
and the abuse of private lay baptism was 
deplored. The better organization and 
conduct of Sunday schools was also urged. 
A message «was received from the house 
of bishops announcing the election of Rev. 
Dr. Hart, as secretary of the house of 
bishops. : 

On motion of Mr. Biddle,of Pennsylvania, 
the house of deputies unanimously ex- 
pressed profound regret at the loss to 
their body of Dr. Hart and hoped that he 
would not accept the honor bestowed upon 


him. 

Mr. Biddle also moved that the -thanks 
of the house of deputies be voted to the 
gentleman—whose name has not been men- 
tioned—through whose influence the costly 
copy on vellum of the standard prayer 
book had been given the convention. 

The thanks of the house were promptly 
voted J. Pierpont Morgan, of New York, 
who is said to be the gentleman to whom 
the convention is indebted for the beauti- 
ful copy. gee 

The house of bishops returned without 
concurrence, the resolutions on church 
unity.

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TOMS SILLY FAKE. 


The Third Party Leader Is in Desperate 
Straits, 


RESORTING TO SILLY SENSATION ALISM 


In His Efforts to Keep His Follow- 
ey; Enthused. 


HIS HOME WUARDED BY ARMED MEN 


Sent for on the Plea That Watson and His 
Hired Henchmen Were Aboutto 
Be Attacked. 


Thomson, Ga., October 24.—({Special.)— 
The pretty little town of Thomson pulled 
out of bed this morning into a cold, driz- 
zling rain before she had time to comb 
her hair or wash her face and hands. 
It in the gray dawn of day, but the 
little city was thoroughly aroused by. the 
greatest sensation her people have known 
in the city’s whole history. 

“Tom Watson’s house is guarded: by 
a hundred farmers from three counties 
armed with shotguns.” 

“Watson has slept Dut little during the 
night—a bold play at persecution.” 

“Runners on horseback have been to 
neighboring counties after these armed 
men, the streets are lined with buggies 
and horses foaming and tired with travel 
are hitched to every tree.” 

Such were the exclamations scattered 
over the little city, causing breathless ex- 
citement and aroysing men and women 
from their sleep long before their morn- 
ing slumber should have been broken. 


Men hurried into the streets to learn. 


the particulars. What did it all mean? 
Could Watson have gone mad in a single 
night? Why should he outrage a commu- 
nity with the reflection of calling out a 
hundred armed men and stationing them 
to protect him from the citizens of one 
of the most peaceable, respectable, law- 
abiding towns in -Georgia—the people 
with whom he was reared? 
A Miserable Fake. 

It was a mystery to the people of Thom- 
son, for but few had heard of his misera- 
ble fake that he was in danger of being 
mobbed, with a negro politician as his 
guest on the premises. The story was 
just spreading over the city fairly when 
numbers of armed men were seen march- 
ing to the céurthouse, escorting -Watson, 
Ellington, Charley: McGregor and’ others. 


Arriving at ‘the courthouse they stacked” 


their arms and went in. About thirty 
negroes gathered in the hall upstairs 
with them and there were speeches made 
by the third party agitators. The text 
of each speech was “the time has come 
when third party people will have to pro- 
tect themselves from the belligerent dem- 
ocrats; the negro must be protected, and 
will be protected,” and so forth. 

Watson’ went back home, where he kept 
on guard duty a half dozen or more armed 
men all day. The others, feeling that their 
services would not be aeedad or else tired 
of acting the absurd oll of defenders, 
without provocation, strolled down town, 
carrying their shot guns and muskets with 
them. It was. a ridiculous scene. 

Meantime the agitated and much abused 
citizens of Thomson, knowing the whole 
affair to be a miserable scheme of Watson’s 
to appeal for sympathy, went about their 
business pursuits with no thought save in- 
dignation and disgust.

Mayor Hol- 
zendorf went to Watson after investigating 
his eharge and finding it to be a fake, 
and told him that his fears were groundless 
and there was no organized mob in town, 
had been none and would be none.

Heaters Opened. 


But for the timely appearance of the 
court clerk every record in the United 
States court would have been destroyed by 
the flood of water that poured through the 
ceiling and down the walls of the record 
room Saturday night and Sunday morning.

For weeks after John Sherman writes 
a letter or makes a speech, the newspa- 
pers are engaged in correcting what they 
are pleased to call his mistakes. Yet if 
Sherman is the great man he is described 
to be, his so-called mistakes are misstate- 
ments deliberately made for the purpose 
of confusing or deceiving those who hear 
him. It is characteristic of his whole 
career to cover up the truth or to falsify 
it whenever it suits his own purpose, or 
the purpose of his party. We cannot 
now call to mind any other public man, 
of like standing and notoriety, who has 
depended so freely and so boldly on 
prevarication—to call it by no plainer 
name. 

We do not intend this as a criticism of 
Mr. Sherman, for we have no desire at 
this stage of the campaign to engage in 
a controversy with his champion, The 
Boston Herald. We intend it as a tribute 
to his nerve—to the native American gall 
which must be at the bottom of his 
character. It is a very bold and a very 
shrewd man who, by a policy of prevari- 
cation and evasion, to use no harsher 
terms, can achieve reputation as a states- 
man, and become one of the leaders of 
a great party. The policy of Mr. Sher- 
man is the policy of the republican party, 
and it is for that reason that the repub- 
lican campaign is made up of mendacity 
and evasion. 

We are willing to confess that we find 
something interesting in John Sherman’s 
methods of preyarication. Ordinarily 
such a policy excites disgust and con- 
tempt, but in this particular instance it 
assumes the importance that belongs to 
typical manifestations. A habit of pre-

currency to the extent of $2,000,000. Of 
eourse John Sherman knew the facts. 
He has been secretary of the treasury, 
and is the great financial light of the 
republican party. But it suited his pur- 
pose to make a deliberate misstatement, 
and he did it with the ease and grace 
of an expert. 

In the same speech, he declared that 
“no man ever lost one dollar by national 
bank notes.” But what does he call los- 
ing a dollar? He was comparing national 
banks to state banks, and he clinched 
the comparison with the declaration we 
have quoted. He meant that national 
bank notes had never fluctuated in their 
value, and this was a deliberate prevari- 
cation. The national bank notes fluttered 
as far below par as the greenbacks did, 
and they were never worth their face 
value—were never honest dollars —until 
the resumption of specie payments. 

In fine the national bank notes repre- 
sented then, as they represent now, no 
better security than the state bank notes 
did before the war in Georgia, South Car- 
olina, New York and other States where 
state banking had been reduced to a safe 
and coherent system. 

Altogether, we think the time has come 
for The Boston Herald to give a fresh 
batch of reasons why it believes John 
Sherman to be a statesman.

CRISP IN NEW YORK. 


The Speaker Addresses the Wholesale 
Dry Goods Clubs. 


HE TALKS OF THE CAMPAIGN 


As He Has Seen It in His Travels—His 
Throat, Like Everything Else, 
Overtaxed. 


New York, October 24.—Hon. Charles 
F’. Crisp, of the house of representatives, 
made his first speech in New York during 
the present campaign at noon today, when 
he addressed an enthusiastic meeting of 
Cleveland and Stevenson wholesale dry 
goods clubs, at 384 Broadway. In the 
course of his remarks, Mr. Crisp said: 

I want to make a plain, practical talk to 
you and if I do not do so, it will be, in a 
great part, because the labors of the cam- 
Paign are such that our throats, like every- 
thing else in this country, are overtaxed. 

It is not a question in this campaign of can- 
didates or men, but of principles. It is for 
64,000,000 of people to determine, by their 
ballots two weeks from tomorrow, who shall 
control the destinies of the country. We 
should determine our own course without 
rejudice. No man should be so blind a 
Ollower of his party as to adhere to it when 
he firmly believes its policy detrimental to the 
country. In every government there must 
be a revenue; it cannot discharge its duty 
without material support, without taxing the 
people. It is a question with us how largely 
we shall be taxed and for what purpose. ou 
have one dollar’s worth of pat and fifty 
cents’ worth of tariff. The domestic pro- 
ducer of any similar competitive article sells 
his goods at exactly the same price and when 
you buy domestic goods—on account of the 
tariff—you buy a dollar’s worth of and 
fifty cents’ worth of protection.

BYRNES 18 AFTER THEM. 


Gangs of Negroes Sent to New York to 
Vote. 

(New York October 24.—Superintendent 
Byrnes today nipped in a gigantic scheme of 
colonization of voters by taking necessary 
steps to make more than a thousand arrests. 
As given out at police headquarters the story 
is that a very large number of negro laborers 
have been brought to New York from Phila- 
deliphia, arriving here early this month. 
They were quartered in various lodging and 
boarding hoauses in the new eighth 
assembly district, and their expenses paid in 
advance for thirty days. Very many of them 
registered on the first and second days of 
registration. The presence of so many strange 
colored men in the district became known to 
the police shortly after their arrival, and when 
some of the known new arrivals presented 
themselves to register the scheme became 
painfully appareat. Superintendent Byrnes’s 
men were placed at once on the track of the 
suspected men and now every movement made 
by them is known to the ice and an at- 
tempt to vote by any one of them will be fol- 
lowed by his immediate arrest. Steps will also 
be taken to prevent the registry of any more 
of colonizers, ‘he secretary of the colonizers 
in this district has led the police to investigate 
all parts of the city, and many gangs have been 
located in the uptown dist¥tcts. It is said 
that more than 1,000 warrants are already in 
the hands of the police.

SEVEN MEN ARRESTED 


To Carry Out the Kolb-Republican Schemes 
in Alabama. 

Montgcemery, Ala., October “24.—(Special.)— 
The political cauldron was never sizzing so 
much or boiling se intensely as now in Ala- 
bama. 

Saturday was a red-hot day in southern and 
southeastern Alabama and echoes of the day 
are still resounding throughout the state. 

The rotten egg incident in which Captain 
Kolb, candidate for governor, and Major 8. 
S. Booth, candidate for elector on the fusion 
ticket, were prevented from speaking at 
Dothan, culminated today in a new political 
sensation. 

It seems that Captain Kolb returned to 
Montgomery much angered and outraged, 
swore out a@ warrant against certain patties 
at Gordon before the United States com- 
missioner under federal statute, section 5520, 
which provides that any person who engages 
in conspiracy to prevent the support er ad- 
vocacy in a legal manner toward or in favor 
or any candidate for congress, or elector, 
by any legal voter, or “to injure any citizen 
in person or property on account .of such sup- 
port or advocacy, can be punished by a fine 
not less than $500 or more than $5,000,’’ and 
imprisoned also with or without hard labor. 

The warrants were served today by six 
deputy marshals, and a telegram received 
late this afternoon by Marshal Walker says 
the deputies with their prisoners will arrive 
in this city tomorrow morning. 

Gordon is a little town in Henry county 
in southeast Alabama, and is near the lines of 
Georgia and Alabama. 

It is feared here that an effort will ® 
made by a mob from the two adjoining states, 
who will hear of the arrests, to release the 
prisoners tonight, which may résult in a 
fatal ending. Political excitement in that 
county runs high and news from deputies 
and their charge will be awaited here with 
great anxiety. 

The names of these arrests are: G. W. 
Vatnum, John Morhead and Town Marshal 
Horten, James Adams, Van Burke, Harris 
Poole and Charles A. McLendon. Two of 
the men arrested are said to be very despe- 
rate men.

A REPLY TO THE CARD OF W. H. DAVIS. 


The Democratic Campsign Committee of 


the Tenth District Takes Up His

Mr. Davis in his earnestness of self-advo- 
cacy and acting on his own views (to which 
also he has an inallienable right) of what is 
fair and legitimate sun@er suéb_ circumstances, 
charges that Mr. Wright's managership of 
Mr. Black’s campaign is self-appointed, and 
that his claim of the performance of an un- 
usua] share of the work of the campaign is 
delusive and unsubstantial. 

From his post of observation, as ‘next door 
neighbor to the tenth district,’ he declares 
that “fifteen hundred democrats in the tenth 
districb have worked just as hard as Mr.

Our cables tell 
us that the strike is not expected to be prolonged, as 
the recent advance in Manchester has caused many 
masters to regard the lockout as a mistake at this 
time. In previous contests the operatives have usually 
carried their demands at the expense of the masters, 
Early in the afternoon advices were received from 
Memphis that the signal service at that station expect- 
ed a frost there tonight and Wednesday. The effect of 
this news was to advance the market 9 points from the 
lowest prices touched at noon. Though the market 
advanced, the trade is decidedly incredulous as to the 
reliability of this forecast. and the temper of the mar- 
ket is not quite so bullish as it was last week. A fear 
is felt that Liverpool may pause as a result of the large 
buying by spinners last week, as they then are thought 
to have added to their respective stocks.

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter

NEW YORK, October 24—Liverpoo! this morning was 
2-6id higher, our market opening at about closing fig- 
ures. Shortly thereafter, when it became known that 
Liverpool had lost the full advance and, in fact, even 
somewhat more, which was a source of disappointment 
here, there was some desire to realize on long cotton, 
causing a decline of about 5 points. There was little 
change for some time and, in fact, not until estimates 
for New Orleans tomorrow were read stating that the 
probable receipts for that port would be 25,000 bales, 
This again brought a batch of long cotton on the mar- 
ket, and, assisted by stop orders, values became ex- 
ceedingly weak and further declined until we had lost 
about 14@16 points from the opening. Tater in the 
day again there were numerous messages received here 
from the south reporting the weather there quite cool, 
and several predicting frost for tonight. The south 
then sent in liberal buying orders and values again be- 
fore the close recovered about 8@9 points. The selling 
today was mainly for long account; in fact, we do not 
believe that there is any special short interest open, 
and this in itself is one reason why, when prices begin 
to decline, there is so little etimulus to check the down- 
ward movement. The port receipts continue small: 
The receipts at the primary interior points are also 
exceedingly small, and hardly 50 per cent of what they 
were last year, so that there does not appear to be any 
real basis for the pressure. The main factor in the 
position now is the weather south, and unless the prom. 
ised frosts transpire during the night we shall un- 
doubtedly witness somewhat lower markets again to- 
morrow. In the main our opinion remains conserva- 
tively in favor of the article because,on the assump- 
tion that the present movement bears out the esti- 
mates of the cotton world at large, it would seem as 
if the risk at present prices is a nominalone. Of 
course we from here cannot gauge the effect of the re- 
cent and continued favorable weather upon the grow- 
ing crop. If this has improved the outlook we have 
not heard of it as yet, and the fact will probably only 
transpire later on. Our friends, however, all dispute 
the impression which prevails here; at least that the 
seasonable conditions have benefited the cotton still 
in the fields. Be this as it may, the statistical posi- 
tion continues to improve from day to day, and there 
is at the moment certainly nothing unfavorable in the 
outlook to warrant any special decitae.
